Cancel claims 14-17 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to a control apparatus, a control system, a control method for 
controlling a plurality of instruments, for instance, cameras connected to a network from 
a plurality of remote locations and to a storage medium for storing processing steps of 
the same to perform operations so that a computer can read the steps out of the 
medium. The various prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obviousness a 
control apparatus capable of controlling a plurality of instruments which have specified 
functions and move relatedly with mutual movements, comprising: a command input 
means for inputting a command for controlling the plurality of instruments, cameras in 
this particular case; a control right acquisition means for acquiring a control right to 
control an arbitrary instrument (camera) among the plurality of instruments (cameras); a 
storage means for storing information about the control right acquired by the control 
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right acquisition means; and a control restriction means for restricting to an input of the 
command input by the command input means for controlling another instrument 
(camera), of which control right is not acquired, in accordance with control right 
information stored by the storage means as specified in claims 1, 6, 8 and 12.
